No. radical 
changes have been made in 
the air-cooled power plant, 
though various improvements 
and refinements are to be 


noted. 
One of_ the. outstanding improve- 


i@nts in the engine is the inclusion 


of a new vacuum booster, which is 
designed to assure an unbroken flow 
of power under conditions of wide 
open throttle, especially 
climbing. 

The compression ratio has been 
increased, with the design of add- 
ing to acceleration and hill climb- 
ing characteristics as well as to 
power and speed. A Stator air 
cleaner has now been made stand- 
ard equipment to insure delivery 
of a large volume of cleansed air 
to the carburcter under all condi- 
ditions of operation. Metric spark 
plugs are used. Molded asbestos 
covers the exhaust pipe in place 
of the flat asbestos formerly used. 

Engine dimensions remain 3% by 

4%, giving a cubic inch piston dis- 
placement of 236. Dual valve springs | 
are employed for each valve, the 
rocker arms being bronze bushed| 
and operating on a large diameter | 
shaft.

Stabilator Put on= 
Market by Watson 


Philadelphia, Pa., July 5.—The 
John Warren Watson Company 
today announced its new Rubber 
Flow Stabilator, a shock absorb- 
ing device based on a new prin- 
ciple in this field. The outstand- 
ing feature of this new stabilaior 
is the use of an entirely new sub- 
stance, which has been developed 
by the Watson chemists and tech- 
nicians, and which is composed 
largely of rubber. 

This rubber-like substance, unlike 
friction materials, provides a “flow- 
ing” action over polished steel sur- 
faces. It is stated that the sub- 
stance is such that it cannot grab, 
stick or freeze to the steel surfaces, 
because none of the elements that 
produce these actions is contained 
in it. The result is elimination of 
chatter, groan, grunt and other 
characteristics of friction. The 
Watson organization says that all 
these facts have been verified by 
travel in more than seventy-five dif- 
ferent parts of the country, under 
all possible conditions of highways, 
etc. 

The claim made for these new 
stabilators is an 18 to 1 range of 
holding power within a speed range 
of 5 to 90 miles per hour. The 18 
to 1 characteristic means that the 
maximum holding power is eighteen 
times the minimum. The new sta- 
bilator will hold 18 times stronger 
over a six-inch bump than it will 
over a bump one-third of an inch 
high. By reason of the nature of 
the holding material, it is stated, 
this change from maximum power 
to minimum takes place not in 
abrupt steps, but is progressively 
tapered from one extreme to the| 
other.

Loss of Business 
By Ford Made Up 
By Other Makes

‘33 ANGELES, CAL.,| 
July 5.—May sunshine 
personified by new passenger 
car sales reports for that 
month sure did warm the 
cockles of the hearts of auto- 
mobile merchants. They 
utterly dispelled whatever 
were left of the clouds of 
doubt as to 1928 business 


prospects. 

Fourteen important cities, whose 
Sales represent in the aggregate 
more than one-fifth of those of the 
entire country, not only wiped out 
Ford’s five months’ loss of 13,999 
with a gain of 20,939, Ford included, 
but also showed a net gain of 34,438 
on Ford. The four key cities of 
New York, Chicago, Detroit and 
Los Angeles proportionately did 
even better with a gain, Ford in- 
cluded, of 19,424, which was a net 
increase of 24,577 over Ford in sales 
for the first five months of this 
year. 

In May in the four key cities 
Ford came within twenty-four 
sales of equaling his 1927 record 
for that month and at the end of 
the five months period was only 
4,769 behind his last year’s “to 
date” registrations, finishing in 
fifth place in May and in sixth 
place up to the end of that month. |

“By the very virtue of the speed 
required to attain volume, precision 
is constantly becoming more of an 
autocrat in the manufacture of our 
automobiles.

“Unlike the average American, 
the typical European has not yet 
come to the realization that he 
must have an automobile. ‘How- 
ever, the desire to own one has 
always been there and with eco- 
nomic conditions in better shape 
now than at any time since the 
war the prospective customer 
abroad is in a more advantageous 
position to satisfy the need.” 

Europe’s wide use of the bicycle 
was of special interest to Mr. Grant 
as a seller of a low-priced car. He 
found that there were twenty bi- 
cycles in use in Germany for every 
automobile registered, ten in Eng- 
land and seven in France. More 
than 27,000,000 bicycles are being 
utilized in these countries alone. 
“The vast number of bicycles now 
being used in Europe,” concludes 
Mr. Grant, “provides an accurate 
notion of the potentialities of the 
European automobile market. It 
seems to indicate that one of the 
major sales duties of the automo- 
bile industry abroad is to place 
these 27,000,000 bicycle riders at the 
wheels of automobiles.” 

Mr. Grant is keenly enthusias- 
tic over the prospects for export 
sales, and points to an increasing 
trade with Europe as an important 
factor in the development of the 
automobile business generally. 

Two years ago Mr. Grant held 
dealer meetings in the same cities 
as on the present trip. He ex- 
pressed himself as gratified to find 
that so many American ideas had 
been so successfully adapted to 
European sales requirements.

with the support of ten national or- 
ganizations,’ Mr. Barber said. “They 
represent the best judgment, from 
the broadest possible viewpoint, of 
those who are dealing in one way 
or another with this nationwide 
question. 

“The importance of the problem 
is evident. In the last fifteen years 
200,000 persons have met death on 
our streets and highways. Since 
1920 the accident rate has gone up 
practically 10 per cent. every year. 
The present annual death toll is 
25,000. 


“Beyond these appalling losses we | 


find a long list of human and ma- 
terial wastes, realignments of busi- 
ness conditions and the necessity for 
radical readjustment which demand 
unceasing attention. Only by con- 
certed effort and systematic, organ- 
ized control can this stupendous 
traffic problem be met.” 

William E. Metzger of Detroit, 
vice-president of the Federal Mo- 
tor Truck Corporation, is chair- 
man of the committee on munici- 
pal traffic ordinances and regu- 
lations. Among the more difficult 
questions the committee will take 
up are: The extent to which the
